ling done so far, but as the beginner 
in irrigation learns his trade, he will 
appreciate the value of proper land 
preparation, 

Perhaps the most effective work 
that could be done on the majority 
of farms would be to see that the 
ditches are properly placed and well 
made, As most of land is undulat- 
ing to a greater or lesser extent, the 
contour ditch system is usually the 
most desirable. The system re- 
quires, first, the making of ditches 
on all ridges in the field where the 
water can be taken, and second, that 
ditches should be run across the field 
on contours, or at right angles to the 
slope below the high line ditches. 
These ditches should be spaced at 
intervals of from 100 feet to 200 
feet, depending on the size of stream 
used,-the slope of the land, and the 
type of soil. As a rule the larger 
the stream, the steeper the slope, 
and the heavier the soil, the farther 
apart the ditches may be spaced. 
Where slopes are very steep, how- 
ever, it may be desirable to place the 
ditches close together so that the 
small streams can be used to prevent 
erosion of the soil, and to give better 
control, 


Up to the present, the flooding

for the limited ¢ ives of cultivated 
crops that are irrigated by the fur- 
row method, i.e., running the water 
in furrows between the rows 


When to Irrigate 

Several factors influence the 
number of irrigations required by a 
crop, Chief among these are the 
amount of moisture held over in the 
soil from the previous year, the 
climatic condition before and during 
the growing season, the period of 
plant growth when the water is 
applied, and the type and fertility 
of the soil. 

While these varying conditions 
make it difficult to outline in detail 
an irrigation practice for all condi- 
tions, there are a few general rules 
that would seem safe to follow, 
These are based on over twenty 
years of irrigation experience on 
the part of farmers in Southern Al 
berta, and on data obtained at the 
Lethbridge Experimental Station 


from detailed irrigation experi 
ments. 
(1) The axiom of every irrigation 


farmer should be to irrigate before 
his crop needs the water, 
that start to burn never 
maximum yield, 

(2) Fall irrigate all that can be 
possibly covered, It is a good prac- 
tice to start the water on the alfalfa 
and other hay fields as soon as the 
last cutting of alfalfa is taken off 
early in September. The hay fields 
are then usually irrigated by the 
time the grain and other crops are

off the land, As soon as any grain 
or other field that is to be planted 
the following spring is clear, the 
water should be used on such fields 
in preference to the hay fields, as 
the hay can be irrigated early the 
next year before it is possible to put 
the water on fields that are to be 
seeded, Stacking of grain to get the 
land clear for fall irrigation is 
advisable.

In dry years, additional irriga- 
tion may be desirable, usually when 
the plants are about in the boot 
stage, If a fall irrigation has not 
been given, irrigation should begin 
as soon as the crop is well up if 
there is much land to cover. In any 
event, start early enough to make 
sure that all the grain is watered 
before any of it starts to burn. 
Early irrigation does not seem to 
injure grain, but burning does. It 
is usually fatal to wait for grain, If 
the crop is irrigated the rain will 
not hurt it, but if it is not irrigated 
and the rain does not come the crop 
may be lost. 

Where the grain is irrigated early, 
one more application of water about 
the boot or early flowering stage is 
generally necessary to obtain a 
maximum yield. If this second irri- 
gration is required, the water should 
be applied first to the part of the 
field that appears to be driest.

fall irrigated, another application 
when the plants are about 12” to 
16” high is sufficient for the first 
crop in a dry year, Another im 
mediately after cutting the first 
crop, and again when the second 
crop is about 16” high ensures a 
heavy second cutting.

gation has not been done the alfalfa 
should be irrigated as early in the 
spring as possible, with subsequent 
applications as stated above.

In tests made, a 
three inch irrigation every three 
weeks from the time the plants were 
" to6” high inhibited growth slight- 
ly, while applications at two weeks
